Tlie announcement that Fraiu’c and (J reat B iitam are prepared 
to pay , with iwcrutHl interest, the $5 b0,00<h0(>0 war loan due in 
CX'tober, brings up again the general question of repay ment. Tlie 
Allies altogether are said to owx * the United States about $12 ,000,- 
000,000, most of w liich represents credits for war supplies and food 
ex tendtx i by our gov ernment. Perhaps $2 ,0(M),000,000 or $3 ,000,000- 
000 of it cannot properly be termed international loans, for it rej)- 
resents the commercial debt piled up against the allied nations 
since the armistice as a result of their continuing ex cess of imiKirts 
from America ov er their ex ports to America. 
How is all this debt going to b<‘ paid? M anifestly it cannot be 
imid in money , foi’ there is not (uiough free g^old in the woild. 
To 
pay any where near half of it in g<» ld would ^Irain iuid bankrupt 
the allied powers. 
Moreov er, it would probably do tbe United 
States more harm than go<Kl. The rehitiv ely small quantity of sur­ 
plus gold accumiilatc‘d in this countrv '^during Uie war IwcaJ iie an 
embrassiment. Sev eral billion.s more, if it were ohtainable, would 
enormously swell the v olume of American currency and credit,
